What were your thoughts on the 
recent World Youth 
Championships? 

Well, from a personal level, it was 
fantastic to be part of such a big 
event. From a professional level 
there was a bit of mixed emotion 
there because we obviously failed 
to go on to the next stage, which 
was disappointing. 


What were some of the positives 
to be taken from the tourna- 
ment? 

The lads who played had a marvel- 
lous experience playing against the 
host nation in front of 20,000 
Dutch spectators. It was a foot- 
balling lesson that will only benefit 
the boys in their future football 
careers. 


Was the coaching staff overall 
satisfied with the campaign? 

I think the new regime that has 
come in and I’m probably speaking 
on behalf of Ange (Postecoglou) 
here, would say that the prepara- 
tion was absolutely faultless. They 
gave us every opportunity for this 
group to prepare. Sometimes it can 
be misguided results because there 
is so many variables which decide 
if you progress or if you don’t. The 
margins are really quite fine it basi- 
cally boiled down to two games 
which we drew. We basically 
should have won one of them to 
progress to the next round and that 
didn’t happen. I suppose it con- 
jures up all kinds of feelings for the 
people back home as to why we 
didn’t get through. Unfortunately 
thats football. The margins of suc- 
cess are so fine and these things 
happen. 


In hindsight is there anything 
that could’ve been done any dif- 
ferent? 

It makes it sound like we’re look- 
ing for a short term solution but 
I’ve got views on deeper issues as 
to why Australian football always 
falls a little bit short at the business 
end. In my opinion it’s education 
at younger levels and issues of 
coaching coaches. We need to 
adopt a better infrastructure right 
through the junior system. Maybe 
we need to look a bit deeper at 
those issues than just results in one 
campaign. For instance the Dutch 
team I know was built ten years 
ago. Everyone in Holland knows 
how the Dutch system is played. 
All the clubs within Holland play 
the same way. They’re always 
building ten to fifteen years in 
advance. I tend to think we don’t 
have that type of structure in 
Australia so we just try and see 
what we can do in a short space of

time. I suppose in every business 
or any success you have to prepare, 
and the better you prepare the more 
chance you’ve got of succeeding. 
You can’t grab a kid at fifteen or 
sixteen and turn him into a natural 
world beater twelve months later. 
It really has to start much earlier 
than that probably as early as ten 
years old. It’s all about how are we 
going to make our players better? I 
mean, in two years time when the 
next batch of players go are we 
going to be genuinely better? What 
needs to be done? I think everyone 
deserves to be measured but I hon- 
estly reckon it’s deeper than saying 
we’ve had poor results and need to 
change the coach. Look whats hap- 
pening to Frank Farina now. We’re 
two or three months out of an 
important World Cup date and peo- 
ple are too quick to pounce and 
point the finger. We should be 
sticking by him and getting behind 
them but that’s just my angle. 


What can we do to enhance our 
chances of World Cup success in 
the future? 

Hopefully with the next campaign 
going through Asia it will provide 
harder competition. The lads who 
will be future Socceroos will have 
the exposure to an experience had 
they not been there. We need to be 
under the sort of pressure to under- 
stand what the best are doing. We 
shouldn’t be scared of it, we 
shouldn’t be fearful of it, we should 
embrace it and probably at that age 
not worry too much about the 
results. It might be a varied philos- 
ophy with what we’re trying to 
achieve with the youth team but are 
we trying to just get good results or 
develop players? Obviously we 
can stick ten men behind the ball 
and try to jag a result or we can go 
out there try and play a proper 
game and learn something valuable 
about the game. 


Of course having said that, there’s 
no doubt that by having a legiti- 
mate campaign (having to play 
through Asia instead of Oceania) 
will be of benefit to football in 
Australia as a whole and better pre- 
pare us for competitions in the 
future. 


Those types of decisions will, in 
my opinion, be paramount to any 
positive development for squads to 
be more competitive on the world 
stage. 


Who were the standout players 
in this WYC campaign? 

I try to look at everything from a 
team perspective and I know Ange 
does as well but I’d say the guys 


that I felt had a very good tourna- 
ment were Billy Celeski and Stuart 
Musalik. Their work rate and 
endeavour was to be admired. 
They seemed to come a long way 
as the competition progressed. 


Do you see yourself and Ange 
being involved in the next cam- 
paign? 

There’s no doubt of Ange’s 
involvement as I believe he’s con- 
tracted for the next campaign. As 
to myself I suppose that would 
depend on Ange and the heirarchy! 


Have you enjoyed coaching at 
international level? 

It’s just an amazing experience. 
I’ve learnt so much and it’s actual- 
ly provided me with a greater 
awareness of the game since being 
involved. You really realise what 
the best are doing out there and 
how great the competition is to be 
exposed at that level. Ange and I 
have got a healthy working rela- 
tionship together and obviously 
knowing each other from our South 
days has proved to be a massive 
advantage. We pretty much share 
the same ideals and beliefs on what 
is important to Australian foot- 
ballers. It’s a hard life, not as 
glamourous as everyone thinks to 
be a professional footballer and 
Ange and I try our best to guide 
and show the kids exactly the 
demands and sacrifices it takes to 


succeed. Hopefully the kids are 
better for it. He makes no excuses 
for the hard lines we have to adopt 
in order for these kids to under- 
stand what it takes to be the best 
they possibly can. 


Do you ever see yourself coach- 
ing club football again? 

Probably not! I think I’ve had my 
time. Although I enjoyed it but at 
the same time I’m doing other 
things expanding my vision on life 
in general. Football has given me a 
great life and although I’ve thor- 
oughly enjoyed nearly every 
minute of it, it does have a tenden- 
cy to cocoon you. 


Do you think the Australian 
Press have been overly critical of 
the National team’s performanc- 
es of late? 

I don’t know about being overly 
critical, but I think we should 
sometimes question the way they 
go about it. I think everybody 
should and deserves to be meas- 
ured at the appropriate time and I 
realise the press is part of the whole 
caper. Obviously the higher the 
level the greater the scrutiny but 
sometimes I do question the 
motives and what they’re trying to 
achieve. Especially with World 


Cup games around the corner they 
could get behind the whole cam- 
paign, provide positive energy and 
support to everyone involved.

For once there were no surprises in the WPL, 
leaving the ladder the same at the culmination of 
Round 15 as it was prior to the round. 
Cranbourne still lead the way, and the top five 
clubs are now six points clear of the rest of the 
league.

It was Keilor's 
eleventh victory to date, and ensures it remains a 
comfortable eight points ahead of Ashburton, but 
still six behind Inter. Eastern Lions stay tenth, and 
are still in danger of being dragged into a relegation 
dogfight if their form doesn't improve soon.

"He's leading by example, without a

One of the regular squad players, Katee, 
speaking at the official launch of the Street 
Socceroos on the 22nd June, explained, " 
Homelessness isn't something that people 
choose. It just happens. You go through a 
lot of tough times and scary times. So when 
I come to soccer training, I can forget about 
it all. So I don't get overwhelmed with 
what's happening in my life. It gives me 


doubt," he said. 

He praised attacking midfielder Ivan 
Filipovic. 

"Players like him are the future of the 
club," he said. 

Colina also gave emerging central 
defender Sime Kovacevic a pat on the 
back for his play since being promoted 
from the Under 21 side. 

Colina's heart beats true for his 
beloved Croatian-backed club. 

He enjoyed a star-studded 350-game 
career for the St Albans Saints (for- 
merly Dinamo). 

The uncomprimising central defender 
captained the side for 11 seasons. 

He was assistant to senior coach Vlado 
Vanis last year. 

Colina was happy to answer the club's 
call for help after the axing of senior 
coach Srecko Barisic early in the sea- 
son. 

Club president Pero Gusak and secre- 
tary Branko Starek are delighted with 
Colina's style as coach. 

"He can talk better to the players. (His 
appointment) is a major improvement 
for us," Gusak said. 

Starek added: "The guys respect him. 
They lift for him."

focus. And it's something that I have control 
over. It helps me meet friends. It helps me 
get fit." 

The project's success has relied on the 
enthusiasm of the players and the dedica- 
tion and energy of the volunteers including 
coach of the squad, Marko Varvodic. 
Marko, a former youth and senior player at 
Melbourne Croatia and Chelsea, coached 
juniors at North Caulfield and Stonnington 
for 8 years. He explains " I've done this as 
volunteer work, but I've enjoyed it thor- 
oughly. It's a different line of work for me. 
It's more communication than anything. It's 
just blending in with everyone as well. 
You've got different people, different cul- 
tures, drug problems, homeless problems. I 
mean it's a whole different avenue." Marko 
would like to continue his involvement with 
troubled youth, in some way after the tour- 
nament in Edinburgh. "Hopefully I'm com- 
ing back as a social worker after all this. 
That's what I'm planning to do". 


Captain of the Street Socceroos, 19 year old 
Simm, says of his selection " It's a great 
honor, obviously. Not only myself but the 
whole team are really happy to get this 
opportunity to go over there and represent 
the Street Socceroos." 

Simm who played at youth level at South 
Melbourne, still hopes for a professional 
career one day. When asked if he'd consider 
any offers to trial from scouts approaching 
him in Edinburgh he replies " Are you kid- 


ding? That's my dream. I'm pretty sure that's 
every soccer player's dream of course. I 
mean, imagine getting paid for something 
you absolutely love. Why not?" 


The Victorian Government through the 
department of Victorian Communities has 
come to the party to the tune of $ 30 thou- 
sand, which will help towards the trip. 


The Australian Professional Footballers 
Association has also supported the project 
from its beginning. South Melbourne strik- 
er and executive on the APFA board, 
Vaughan Coveny said, " I was initially 
brought along eight months ago to the first 
training run. I got an invite and I thought 
what a great initiative it is and what a great 
opportunity it is for the guys to represent 
their country. It's the greatest honor to rep- 
resent your country at any level at any 
sport." 

After the Edinburgh tournament, the soccer 
project will continue the weekly training 
sessions, giving players the opportunity to 
enjoy the mutual support, camaraderie and 
the opportunity to improve their mental and 
physical health. There will also be the 
chance to win selection for the next 
Homeless World Cup squad to compete in 
Cape Town, South Africa in 2006.

What a very disappointing display 
by Australia at the Confederations 
Cup last week. Sure, we could say 
we were gallant in defeat to the 
hosts, Germany, in the opening 
match and we were on the receiving 
end of some dubious decisions 
against Argentina, but seriously 
folks, who are we trying to kid? 


Despite the incidents it was clearly 
obvious that we have an ageing 
team, especially in defence, a side 
that was tactically exposed and 
overall quite naive at international 
level. 


If Australia was truly like many 
other footballing nations I’d hate to 
think of the fuss that would be made 
about the fact we conceded so many 
goals (ten to be precise) in only 
three games. I can’t imagine how a 
nation such as Brazil or Italy would 
react to similar results and the con- 
sequences they’d normally bring. 


Yes, we must be realistic but its 
probably fair to say we are perhaps 
being too lenient on ourselves so 
close to important World Cup quali- 
fication dates. The Confederations 
Cup is of course a dress rehearsal 
for next years World Cup in 
Germany. 


We must remember that it is proba- 
bly the easiest tournament for 
Australia to qualify for and consid- 
ering you’re playing against the 
actual champions of the respective 
Confederations, is probably one of 
the hardest tournaments to grace. 


Unfortunately on this occasion 
Australia showed just how great the 
gap is between Oceania and the rest 
of the footballing world. 


The fact that the Young Socceroos 
also experienced an early exit from 
the World Youth Championships 
indicates that the problem runs fur- 
ther than one imagines. I’m not 
having a go at the coaches or the 
players, that would be unfair on any- 
one that’s involved with the green 
and gold. I do however believe that 
our system of rearing talent is to 
blame. 


We need to start grooming our 
squads from as early as ten years old 
if we are to seriously ever consider 
challenging for the worlds ultimate 
prize.

Torino had won the first leg in 
Perugia 2-1, but lost the second 0- 
1. No goals were scored in extra 
time (away goals are not used), 
and Italian regulations decide that 
in this case, the team with the best 
placement in the Serie B is promot- 
ed to the Serie A. 


At Delle Alpi, Perugia needed 21 
minutes to level the aggregate 
score through Giuseppe Mascara.

Torino's return to the Serie A, also 
means the return of the Turin derby 
with Juventus. 


Spain: Chelsea striker Mateja 
Kezman could be close to complet- 
ing a transfer to Spanish club 
Atletico Madrid.

Deschamps also raided Serie A 
last season for Javier Ernesto 
Chevanton (Lecce) and 
Mohammad Kallon (Inter Milan).

WITH DAVID BROOKS 


What year did you come to 
Australia? 

I came to Australia in 1981 after 
playing soccer in England. I was 
playing against a guy called Brian 
Sinclair who was playing for a 
team called Ashton United. 
Anyway, it was absolutely pouring 
down, wet and raining during the 
match and when we got ready for a 
corner to be taken he turned and 
said to me, “Do you want to go to 
Australia?”, and I just said “Yes”. 
Within two months I had signed for 
Ringwood Wilhelmina. 


Which teams did you play for 
in England? 

I started at Bury FC, which was and 
still is, a Third Division Football 
League club. From there I went to 
Barroy FC, which was a non- 
League club, and continued to play 
in those leagues until I came to 
Australia. 


Who did you play for in 
Australia? 

I was at Ringwood for three years, 
Box Hill for three years and on and 
off for about five years at Caulfield 
City. I also played at Doncaster 
Rovers and Richmond. I also 
coached at Nunawading City and 
was an Assistant coach at Caulfied. 


What was the highlight of 
your playing career? 

It was playing against Bobby 
Charlton, the great Bobby 
Charlton. 

For the first time ever in his career 
he had been dropped by 
Manchester United’s manager, 
Frank O’ Farrell. 

That just happened to coincide with 
an upcoming fixture with Bury 
Football Club, which was also 
going to be my debut. 


The average gate was normally 
4,000 but we easily had 10,000 
there that day. 

Anyway, a picture of the game 
appeared in the local paper the next 
day which featured Bobby and me . 
The caption underneath the photo 
said, “The great Bobby Charlton 
and a Bury player”. 

He actually remembered it when I 
got the picture framed and signed 
by him when he came to 
Melbourne in 1988. 

The funny thing is, now when peo- 
ple come to my house and see the 
photo on the the wall they ask, 
“Who’s that with the Music Man?” 


What was the highlight of 
your Australian career? 
Probably wearing a knotted han- 
kerchief on my head in a match 
between Ringwood versus Altona 
during my first season here as the 
temperature was about 40 degrees. 
The coach at the time recommend- 
ed to put some ice in the hanky and 
tie it on my head to keep me cool. 
It was very reminiscent of a Monty 
Python sketch. 


Best player you ever played 
with? 

It would be the 1988 Rothman’s 
Medalist Paul Harris in Australia 
and Terry McDermott when I was 
back in England with Bury. 


Best player you ever played 
against? 
Without a shadow of a doubt it 
would have to be Tommy 
Cumming. He was so quick, strong 
and skilful. 


Most important goal you ever 
scored? 
Probably an own goal to give 


Turkey the World Cup against 
England at the end of season tour- 
nament staged at Knox City back in 
about 1988. 


Any suggestions how we can 
improve the local game? 
More people should buy this paper. 


Advice to youngsters? 
Don’t drink. But if you must, try 
not to spill any of it. 


Biggest influence on career? 
Takis Svingos. 


Tell us about the Music Men? 
The Music Men was a bunch of 
soccer players at the time (Paul 
Harris, Peter Cocker, Phil Griffin, 
Michael Hanley, Martin Woodall, 
Joe Sweeney, Dean Hennessy, Joe 
Carroll, Sean Lane ) who got 
together and entered “Red Faces” 
on the old television show “Hey! 
Hey! It’s Saturday”. You could say 
it was a fair enough side in itself! 
Anyway, we performed a musical 
sketch which went quite well ( we 
scored a nine and Red Symons 
actually joined in!) and from that 
ended up being a bit of a regular 
gig. 

After that appearance we put 
together a CD, were asked to do 
more television work (we’ve been 
on “The Footy Show” seventeen 
times), featured in advertisements 
for Toohey’s Gold and also done 
numerous dinner circuits. 

I’m the only original member left 
but it’s now into its seventeenth 
year. 

We’ ve just put a new CD out called 
“Soccer Anthems” and it features a 
tune which will hopefully help get 
the Socceroos to the World Cup 
Finals in Germany next year.

THE BAsiIcs — PASSING ON YOUR KNOWLEDGE 


Challenging Times. 


Passing 
Introduction 


I have thought about how we as coach’s 
go about the task of passing on our 
knowledge in regard to the basic tech- 
niques used in our game. Do we under- 
stand the elements or mechanical motion 
of the simple pass, or in this case let us 
take the push pass. The most used of all 
techniques. Do we understand or do we 
“guess” when we ask our players to pass 
the ball properly, I believe we must take 
all these elements and break them down 
into individual types of passes and deliv- 
er them in such a way, as part of our ses- 
sions, that every young player can be left 
with no doubt but to understand. I hope 
that the next few articles will help all 
young coach’s master in their own way, a 
better delivery to their players. 


During the course of a game the most fre- 
quently used technique is passing. It pro- 
vides the foundation around all tactical 
plans that will be designed. Quality pass- 
ing and possession will dictate the course 
of the game. Good sides keep the ball 
because they have players with an 
immense range of passing techniques and 
will understand when and where to effec- 
tively apply their skills. 


The feet of the soccer player are very 
much like the golfer. At will he change 
from a driver, hitting long accurate balls, 
to the putter, requiring the silky strokes 
and touches? We need to fully understand 
the following. 

A player has six parts on the foot with 
which to pass a ball: 


The Instep 
The Outside of the Foot 
The Inside of the Foot 
The Heel 
The Toe 
The Sole 


Each time he passes he will have four 
options: 


Along the ground 
In the Air 
Long pass 
Short Pass 


The Push Pass 


Step One: Approach the ball at a slight 
angle. Place the non-kicking foot along 
side the ball, not too close that it will pre- 
vent the natural swinging motion of the 
kicking leg. The ankle of the kicking foot 
must be firm. Use a slight drawback of 


the kicking foot. 


Step Two: Strike the ball with the inside 
of the kicking foot through the centre of 
the ball. The head should be kept steady 
and eye’s fixed firmly on the ball. Any 
unnecessary tilting of the head will affect 
the whole balance of the body. 


Step Three: Ensure that the striking foot 
follows through, this will give the direc- 
tion needed. 


With any movement related to the body 
when receiving or distributing the ball, it 
is important to ensure you are balanced 
properly. A well-executed pass is easier to 
achieve when you are well balanced. 


This is known as the BODY — BALL 
RELATIONSHIP. 


The Low Driven Pass 


Step One: Approach the ball at a slight 
angle. This will help the natural swinging 
motion of the kicking leg. The head 
should be kept steady and eyes fixed 
firmly on the ball. Any unnecessary sharp 
movement of the head will affect the 
whole balance of the body. The non-kick- 
ing foot should be placed along side and 
slightly in front of the ball. 


Step Two: Contact on the ball with the 
kicking foot should be made through the 
horizontal mid-line of the ball. The kick- 
ing foot should be fully extended down 
and the ball should be struck with the 
laces of the boot. 


Step Three: The follow through should 
be made through the centre of the ball 
and continue in the direction of the 
intended target. 


Over the coming weeks I will address the 
other passing techniques involved and 
discuss how as coaches we can adopt 
each and why they are important for the 
development of young players and 
improving their technical ability. I hope 
these will be of help to everyone as we 
strive to improve the game we coach and 
help today young players better under- 
stand the elements of the game they 
choose to play. Till next time, enjoy.
